NAVY ASKS HALF
BILLION BUDGE

Washington, Oct. ', —The navy

department’'s five-year bullding pro-
gram to «double the slze of the

United States navy at a cost of $502,-
482,212, which will be presented to
congress backed by the adminisira-
tlon, Is made public today. It would
take half of the $1,000,000,000 pro-

posed nationsl defense badget.
The progrom provides for 11,506
more men, hall g hundred olllcers

Lile construction of 186 ships, the
completion of 42 ships already lald
down, an Increase (o the aviation
corps and a sulliclent amount of re-
serve ammunition to provide angainst
emergency, at a total cost of $502,-
482,212,

Avproximately £150,000,000 will b+
required for the completion of the
shfps  after the [five-year perlod
clapaes. 3

When every ship provided for in
this  progranm  has  been commis-
stoned. the Amerfean navy  will ke
more thian twice as strong as It Is
today.

The program covers the com-
pletion of five dreadnaughts, twelve
destroyers, twenty-six . submarines
and ona fuel ship, which are already
under conriruction.

The flrat two dreadnanghts to be
construetéd will be the largeat and
most powerful flghting shipa cver
built, They will cost $18,000,000 each,

It is planned to give the new
dreadnnughts a disnlacement of 40,-
000 tons each. This is 8,000 tons
greater than that of the present su-
perdrendnnughts. These two ships
will  carry eighteen fourteen-ine’
zuna in the main battory, Thay will
be equipped with specinl torpedo note
and wlill hove a hull of entirely new
design.

Bulldlng Program.

The flve-year building DEOZTIAm

contemplates conetruction of ten
dreadnoughts, six baltle crulgsers, ten
scout ecrulsers, fifly destrovers, fif-
teen sea-going submarines, elghty-five
coast defense submarines, four gun-
hoats, one hospital shin, two ammuni-
tlom siips, two fuel oil ships and one
repal® ship. The lnet of thesn vessels
will be built and in commission lats
in 1023.
. On naval aviation it is pronozed to
cxpend §6,000,000 during the five venrs
nnd on reserve munitions $25,000,000.
Ifor thd completion of ships already
authorized $48,518,127 18 asked. The
regular budget approximateas $100,-
100.000 a year.

Secretary Danlels will recommend
this wigter the addition to the navy
of 11,00 men.

Tho 1917 naval estimates to be nre-
sented to congress this winter will
total $217,632,173, an incrense of $67,-
990,208 over last year's appropriation.
Of the increaso, ss..uuo 000 will - be
for inewt construction, $8.000.000 for
munitions reserve ‘and $2,000,000 for
aviation.
